Jack McKinney is in a class -by himself. I’ve been on the shows 
of quite a few wonderful men, man of responsibility, concern end decency. 
Some of the "talk" programs, in my opinion, are among tbs best media for 
the obtaining and expressing of fact and opinion in the country. But now 
matter how excellent so many of these others are, Jack is still, in my 
experience. No. I. -*-n fact, I’ve had others on other stations say this. 

The more insidious consequences of what '70B did i s to curtail 
the sale of WHITEWASH. II s which they never mentioned, here agai$ was the 
•importance of my address. So, the listener tad no way of comuni eating with 
me and no way of obtaining my second book on the subject. The first is 
now generally available in a Dell reprint. But when they pay nothing -not 
even transportation or, when they kept us until 2:30 taping the show, 
lunch, the least they could do was mention the name of the hook. It shows 
their animus, for the books of the others are generally available. 

In the long run, such tactics are self defeating, for rao 3 t people 
ere decent and react as you did. I’ve been through this befo-e. ‘Jhat is 
more sinister is my bouncing from a T7 Special scheduled to have been 
taped this coming Tuesday and around which my schedule and work had been 
organized and for which I’d srent time and money preparing. Nizer is 
powerful and esnnot take it.
